SEVERAL PERIODS WHEN INTERNING AND SO ON WHEN NO PIANO WAS AVAILABLE, 
AND AS SOON AS HE WAS ABLE HE TOOK CARE OF THAT SITUATION ONCE AND FOR

1912 FINDS OUR YoUNG MAN'S SPARE TIME CROWDED WITH CHORES, MILKING 
COWS, TENDING THE FAMILY COAL-FURNACE, AND VEGETABLE GARDEN IN THEIR

FRANKLIN, THE FIRST CAR THEIR FATHER HAD OWNED. THEY MADE A RACER OUT 
OF IT, AND TAKING IT ON ITS INITIAL CRUISE, RAN OVER A RABBIT, WHOSE 
SPATTERED BLOOD CHRISTENED IT "THE BLoopy Four". Younc ToMMY DROVE IT 
WHEN HE WAS ELEVEN OR TWELVE, KNOWING ITS INNARDS SO INTIMATELY. ONE

[HE CHILDREN'S GRANDPARENTS HAD A HOME IN WrnTER Park, FLORIDA, 
AND WINTER VACATIONS FREQUENTLY MEANT VISITS THERE, GRANDFATHER ALSO 
BOUGHT ONE OF THE FIRST AUTOMOBILES TO APPEAR IN JSHPEMING, AND ALWAYS 
OWNED ONE AFTER THAT, BUT NEVER LEARNED TO DRIVE THE NEW FANGLED CON- 
TRAPTIONS, SO THAT IN TURN EACH GRANDCHILD BECAME HIS CHAUFFEUR. WHEN 
TommMY WAS FIFTEEN, STILL SMALL AND SHALL WE SAY DELICATE OR SCRAWNY 
LOOKING FOR HIS AGE IT FELL TO HIS LOT TO DRIVE THE GRANDPARENTS BACK 
TO ISHPEMING FROM WinTER PaRK...IN A NatronaL TourrnGc Car. Consubr 
SNAPSHOT AT THIS POINTse, THEN PICTURE THE TREK OVER NARROW DIRT ROADS 
WITH DEEP MUDDY RUTSeeeMIRED FOR THREE DAYS IN ONE PLACE WAITING FOR 
FARM HORSES TO PULL THEM OUT, CROSSING A SWAMP ON A FLAT CAR OVER A 
TRESTLEeeePIFTY MILES IN ONE DAY WAS A GREAT ACHIEVEMENT, SO THE TRIP 
CONSUMED FOUR OR FIVE WEEKS. WHEN THEY REACHED CHICAGO THE POLICE 
STOPPED THEM AND ASKED THE BOY IF HE WAS OLD ENOUGH TO DRIVE. THE BoY 
REPLIED HE HAD JUST DRIVEN FROM FLORIDA, TO WHICH THE POLICE HAD REALLY 
ONLY ONE ANSWER -- HE MIGHT JUST AS WELL DRIVE ON THEN, (LICENSES WERE 
NOT REQUIRED IN MOST STATES THEN) 
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In 1911, THEIR FATHER'S EMPLOYMENT TAKING HIM TO DuLUTH, THE 
CHILDREN STAYED ON IN ISHPEMING, TO CONTINUE THEIR SCHOOLING, LIVING 
WITH EITHER AUNT OR GRANDPARENTS. ONE YEAR, WHEN THE OLDER BOYS WERE 
AWAY AT COLLEGE AND TOMMY HAD REACHED HIGH SCHOOL, EVA IN THE FIFTH 
GRADE OF GRAMMAR SCHOOL, THEY WERE LIVING IN GRANDFATHER'S HOUSE AT THE 
TOP OF A HILL. THE CHILDREN USED TO SLED DOWN THE WINDING PATH, THERE 
WAS ONLY ONE SLED LEFT AROUND THEN, SO THE ASTUTE T.C., MADE A DEAL WITH 
Eva, FIRST ONE OUT IN THE MORNING RIDES THE SLED DOWN HILL, FIRST ONE 
BACK IN THE AFTERNOON DRAGS IT UPHILL. IT TOOK EVA ABOUT A WEEK TO

IT HAS BEEN REMARKED THAT THE BOY WAS SMALL FOR HIS AGEeeeAND SOME- 
WHERE ALONG HERE THE FAMILY DOCTOR RECOMMENDED A STAY AT A BOARDING- 
SCHOOL FOR BOYS ON CaPTiva ISLAND...IF YOU STILL HAVE THE ATLAS AT HAND 
YOU WILL FIND IT OFF THE WEST COAST OF FLORIDA. HISTORY DOES NOT SAY 
WHAT THE DIET WAS, BUT IN FOUR MONTHS TOMMY GREW THREE INCHES AND GAINED 
THIRTY POUNDS! ON A FISHING-TRIP THERE THE BOYS CAUGHT A SHARK, WHICH 
THEY DECIDED TO DISSECT. EXTRICATING THE SPINAL CORD, THEY CONCEIVED 
ANOTHER MARVELOUS IDEAeee BETCHA CAN'T SWALLOW IT, BETCHA I can.” THEY 
BET, AND THERE WAS A POT, AND AS EACH BOY TRIED AND FAILED THE POT GREW 
IN VALUE. ‘SO, WHEN YOUNG CAMPBELL'S TURN CAME HE SEIZED THE CORD'S END 
IN A VISE-LIKE GRIP, IN ORDER TO YANK If UP AGAIN, GLUED HIS MENTAL 
EYES ON THE POT NO DOUBT, AND SWALLOWED} AND SWALLOWED. OF COURSE HE 
WON, BUT PICTURE HIS FURY - "MAD AS A HORNET” = WHEN SOME OF THE LOSERS
